“Although there 
is a recognized need -for trained work- 
ers with little children, both im pri 
vate homes and institutions, many of 
the finer type of young women are re- 
luctant to enter the field untrained 
and with no professional standing. 
‘Special Training Needed. 

“It’s easy to get nursemaids who 
can give quite perfect physical care, 
but when it comes to behavior prob- 
lems.and the social adjustments of 
children, there an especially equipped 
worker is needed. Special training is 
needed to give young children the 
scientific care esseniial wn ‘normal de- 
velopment. 

“This school is the first experiment 
of its kind under social —- 
auspices.” 

The course of training, to. 
ie booklet published by the center, is 
designed to cover the essentials of the 
physical care and play life of the child 
from infancy to 10 years of age: The 
course includes instruction in phys- 
ical care, diet, play life, behavior prob- 
lems, and, in addition to the theoret- 
ical courses, daily experience with 
children from 2-to 10 years of age 
will be carried on in the nursery 
school and play school at the center 
and in various other clinics and 
nurseries.
